Mr, Balfour presided at North Borwick re- 
cently at. a gathering at which Sir Ernest 
Shackleton gave his lecture entitled “Nearest 
to the South Pole.” Tho ‘occasion terminated 
a short Scottish tecture tour by Sir Ernest, and 
the praceeds went towards tha cost of his 
Actarctic Expedition. ‘Mr, Balfour, fo intro: 
dacing the lecturer, observed that there fs po 
special interost attaching ‘to the geographical 
or astronomical expression, "the Poles of the 
earth, What is of iarerest, and what fe of im- 
portacce,’he said, is that we should gain somo 
knowledge of these portions of the world hither. 
to hidden from baman eyes, oud that we should 
do all wa can to make these scientific Investigas 
tlons, which, quite aparc from their speculative 
interest, bave proved and are likely to prove of 
‘sach gréat'impovtance to the prosperity of (he 
race, So faras the North Pole is concerned 1 
take It thera. is. litle’ to-be discovered, .. Tho 
region round the North Pols {s all of ove char- 
acter, and, scientific observations, could -bo 
made," imagine. just as well'filty ora hundred 
miles in any direction south of it as they couls 
at (he critica} point that bas beon tho object of 
so much courageous endeavour to roach. 

-“Far othowwise is it with the South Pole, 
Speaking formytelf, my Imagination is far more 
stirred by the bope of exptolting for example, 
the ustrodden valleys and peaks of that region, 
aud those great fields which are not ‘mere: 
oceavs covered with Ice, but, as Sir Ernest wilt 
tell.you later, great land areas. with vast moun- 
gains, glaciers, and volcanoes of which nothing 
practically was koowa jin our grandfather's 
time, of which much still romaing to explore, 
but of which Sir Ernest Shackleton himself bas 
not been the fit, indeed, but tho greatest of 
explorers. Naw I menttoned great explorers 
and fighters of the Sixteenth Century, Their 
couroge, their love of adventure wete beyond 
all praise; but ‘there is a great differance bo- 
tween thelr endeavours and the endeavours of 
explorers like Sir Eroest Shackloton and his 
comrades, for behind the great work of tho 
ElizabetWan voyage lay always the desire for 
gold, the desire for tersitory, the desire for some 
gtoat material advantage, which was no doub: 
acconipanied by a wincere ‘desire to sproad 
‘eligion, a'sincera desire to do the best they 
could for their country, but which remains 
oo the very surface of all the history of 
that time as showing that st all events their 
fdeallem was touched sud perhaps alloyed 
by some baser element, Let nobody believe 
that the Idealism of our century is inferior to 
that of our forefathers. That is not so; aud 
such courageous adventures as thoso on which 
Slr Ernest Shackleton has engaged are the 
stavding proofofit, Thera was no territory to 
be‘ gained, no enemies to be conquered, no 
yalgar ambitlons to be satisfisd. Knowledge, 
sclocce—-onds jo which all nations withoot 
featousy m iy joln to further—were the ends ha 
pursued, and those were the cads ho has done 
so;mach to attain, There are critics who tell 
you that these expaditions may satisfy a bairen 
curiosity. They may add to ths manhood aud 
vigour of the nation, but they d2 nothing else, 
Belleve them oot, These expeditions have, 
-and must bave, great resalts for sclence, an 
there never yot has beoo a great resblt attained 
for science which -bas not sooner or later bad 
{ts reaction upon the fortunes of the whole 
‘human race?) aa 

At the cad of the lecture Mr, Balfour sald
